Rule Made to Meet Wishes 


Of Agricultural Committee 

Mr. SNELL: Mr. Speaker, the rule 
just read by the Clerk is somewhat dif 
ferent from the uverage rule presented 
by the Rules Committee. Let me say 
in the beginning that I do not want this 
rule to be considered as a precedent.

| essai What is the farmers’ most 
serious trouble’? Why the con 
tinued depression in agriculture’ It is 
not due to short yield or crop failures 
or to unfavorable weather and climatic 
conditions, nor is it due to bud miunage 
ment, extravagance, or idleness, nor te 
the farmers’ lack of industry intelli 
gently applied. All agree they have cat 
ried on their pursuits with as much 
Vigor and energy as evel The causes 
are, of course, many—the unwarranted 
sudden deflation policy, the continuing 
high cost of farm production, high 
transportation rates, high rates of taxes. 
und many other factors which time does 
net permit me to discuss in detail 
In my opinion the most serious handi 
cup to overcome is the disparity in 
prices between agricultural conmiedi 
ties and other commoditics s shown 
by the low prices which the farmer re 
ceives for his commodities as compared 
with the price he pays for what he has 
to buy to operate his farm successtully 
The purchasing power of the farmer's 
commodities is not on a parity with the 
purchasing power of the products of 
industry. All. with experience will 
ugree that in many instances the pur 
chasing power of agricultural commedi 
ties is less than one-half of its pre-wat 


purchasing power. 


Conditions Said Due to 
Farmers’ Inadequate Return 

Undoubtedly the depressed economic 
conditions in agriculture are very 
largely due to the inequality in prices 
between agricultural connnoedities and 
other commodities, whieh has resulted 
in an inadequate return to the farmer 
for his labor and capital invested 

First. It ieik Iv due te the ex 
portable surplus of certain agricultural 
comunodities, by which the price at 
home is made dependent upon world 
prices and is lowered by reason. of 
unsettled world conditions and lowe 
cost of production in foreign countries 
This, of course, is due to the unfortu 
nate tact that the price obinined for 
the surplus determines the price of 
the whole production. 

Second. It is due to the inability of 
the farmers to organize, te pool their 
Whole production so as te market their 
commodities as the market requires 
them, and thus control the price so as 
to receive full benefit of the tariff pro 
tection as organized industry does. 
our growers of ‘cotton are in the 
singular position of producing and ex 
porting over 60 per cent of the werld 
cotton exports, vet without legislation 
ef this character they must remain 
powerless to influenee the world cet 
ton price. 

Our tarm productidn in the past has 
been our greatest natiunal blessing. It 
has helped feed the world: it contrib 
uted more than any other thing te win 
ning the late wit Surely a nation as 
xreat. us ours cin devise ua better, 
sounder way to protect agriculture than 
tu force down farm production in the 
face of the needs of the werld, and of a 
constantly inereasing national popula 
tion. 

No; rather than to curtail production 
we should, as in the past, continue cur 
appropriations tu encourage and protect 
production. Shall it be said that th: 
hundreds of millions of dollars ap 
propriated in stipport of our Departmen! 
of Agriculture in promoting irrigation 
and in various ways to maintain pre 
duction shall be discontinued? No: my 
friends, to do su would be a mistake. 
Yet it makes it necessary,for us to meet 
a critical condition of farm inequalit) 
growing out of that policy. 


Says Passage of Bill 
Will Increase Food Costs 

Mr. BLACKS of New York: Will the 
gentleman tell us what effect this bill 
will have—if it is nut a price-fixing Dill 

on the cost of food in the domestic 
market? 

Mr. HAUGEN: What effect it would 
have? 

Mr. BLACK of New York: Yes. Would 
it raise the price of food?

Then we have the other measure, 
concerning whieh vou have alveadys 
been nddressed. which was introduced 
by the gentleman from Town (Ma 
Hlaugen) That propeses a completely 
new organization of the industry of as 
riculture. [t proposes that that organi 
gation shall be instituted, operated, 
managed, controlled, and financed by 
the Government of the United States. 

It proposes in lieu of the suggestion 
of the bills of the gentleman frem 
Louisiana, and the gentleman frem 
IKunsas., practically to forer every 
American farmer to become a coopert 
ter, whether he wants to or net, in the 
maintenance of the carrying of his 
crops. It proposes a definite price-fix 
ing structure. It proposes a continu 
ing Government operation. It proposes 

subsidy for the tirst two yveurs and a 
tax thereafter upen the farmer. 

{ want to say right here that it is 
very timely, it seems to me, that this 
Hlouse should be discussing a subsidy 
Lill this week with the example of Great 
Britain and the effect of her sudsidy 
pregram in our eyes. It proposes a 
complete domination of the agricultural 
industry of Amerien, and by that 1 
mean not alone the farming of Americ, 
but every food trade, manufacturing o 


otherwise. 


Opposes Selection of 
Board Members by Farmers 

To me all three of these bills have 
one viee in cominen, und that TP want 
tu speak on before going into a detailed 
consideration. To mude the same mis 
takes in a bill which L intreduced in 
this House, and the only excuse T have 
is that ] took it from some other pre 
posed Jegislation, und that I did net 
think it through. All of these bills in 
one form or anether—prebably least in 
the case of the bill of the gentleman 
from Touisiana (Mr. Aswellb—call for 
the election or selection of Government 
or quasi-Government officials by farm 
organizations. 

L say to you, gentlemen, as LT under 
stand the scheme of the present Gov 
ernment of Russia, it is in part that 
thut Government concedes to the rep 
resentatives of purticular crafts or 
groups in the population the right to 
dominate branches of the Government. 
I know of no legislation upon the books 
of this country today that conters upon 
farmers or labor or capital the right to 
pick the men who shall control the 
Government's relation to uny industry. 
and T hope and pray that there never 
will be any. Our institutions were not 
founded for that purpose. 

If we have reached a point where the 
American people as «a whole bave be 
come so moved by sectional consider: 
tions and selfish prejudice that we cun 
not trust the whole people to do justice 
te any greup, then our institutions have 
failed. If we have veuched the point 
where we can nut trust the President of 
the United States to appoint bowrds 
able and adequate to handle the prob 
lems with which they ave vested, then 
we need a new form of constitutional 
government.

‘HE ATTORNEY GENERAL is the head of the Department of 
T Justice and as such is the chief law officer of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. He represents the United States in legal matters generally 
and gives advice and opinions when requested by the President or 
by the heads of the executive departments. 


He appears before the Supreme Court of the United States in 
cases of exceptional gravity and importance, exercises general super- 
inten®ence and direction ever United States District Attorneys and 
Varshals in the various judicial districts of the United States, and 
provides special counsel for the United States in cases of excep- 
tional importance or when the character of the interests involved 
require such action. 


The Solicitor General assists the Attorney General in the execu- 
tion of his duties. and by special provision of law. exercises all such 
duties in case of a vacancy in the office of the Attorney General, or 
his absence or disability. 


Under the direction of the Attorney General, the Solicitor Gen- 
eral has special charge of the business of and appears for and rep- 
resents the Government in the Supreme Court of the United Siates. 

The Assistant to the Attorney General has special charge of all 
suits and other matters arising under the Federal antitrust laws and 
performs such duties as may be required of him by the Attorney 
General. 


The several Assistant Attorneys General assist the Attorney Gen- 
eral in the performance of his duties and when directed prepare 
legal opinions and under assignment by the Solicitor General, as- 
sist in the argument of cases in the Supreme Court. In addition. 
each, under the organization of the Department, has special duties, 
respectively as follows: 

The Administrative Assistant exercises supervision over all the 
major units of organization of the Department, including the chief 
clerk and administrative assistant, general agent. disbursing clerk. 
appointment clerk, and also general supervision over United States 
attorneys and marshals. He has charge of authorization for ap- 
pointments and salaries pertaining thereto. and when not otherwise 
fixed by law, also promotions and demotions in the Department and 
the field as well as all other departmental administrative matters. 

The Assistant Attorney General in charge of claims against the 
United States has charge generally of claims against the Federal 
Government in the Court of Claims and in the District Courts. When 
assigned by the Solicitor General. he is Aharged with the preparation 
of briefs and arguments of such cases on appeal in the Supreme 
Court of the United States. He defends claims against the Gov- 
errment involving the use by it of patented inventions, trade marks 
and copyrights. and also interference proceedings in patent mate 
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ters and claims arising under the settlement of war contracts. 
Another Assistant Attorney General has charge of all\suits and 
proceedings under the public land laws, including those instituted 
to set.aside conveyances of allotted lands, cases involving water 
rights, reclamation and irrigation projects, oil lands and forest re- 
sorvec, haundary disnutos Indien Titieetion, and aleo condemnation 
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proceedings instituted by the Government. He also has charge 
the examination of titles of lands acquired by the United States ai 
titles and land litigation in the District of Columbia. 

Cases involving admiralty, finance, foreign relations, and insul 
affairs, including civil proceedings under the National Banking A 
the Federal Reserve Act, the Federal Farm Loan Act, and other li 
litigation are in charge of an Assistant Attorney General. 

He also has charge of minor regulations of commerce, such 
regulation of hourg of service, safety appliances on railroads, qué 
antine acts, pttre food, meat inspection, gamé bird, insectide a 
fungacide acts. 

Another Assistant Attorney General has charge of criminal ca 
generally, including matters involving criminal practice and p 
cedure,, such as questions concerning indictments, grand juri 
search warrants, passports, alien enemies and extradition. 

An Assistant Attorney General is specifically charged with 
general conduct of cases under the national prohibition acts and a 
those involving taxation, war risk insurance, Federal employes’ co 
pensation, and civil pensions, and exercises supervision over the 
fice of the superintendent of prisons. 

The protection of the interests of the Government in matters 
reappraisement and classification of imported goods before the s 
eral boards of United States General Appraisers and the Cert 
Customs Appeals is placed in charge of another Assistant to the | 
tornev General. 
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
